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Win Over Lions Makes Record 10-0 
Bears Immediately Turn Attention To Cowboys

Most football teams worry about winning their respec- 
tive division races. The only thing the Bears have to con- 
cern themselves with these days is keeping their record 
perfect. 

“There is no doubt this team has a chance to do some- 
thing no other team has done,’ said DT Dan Hampton af- 
ter the Bears’ 24-3 victory over the Lions at rainy Soldier 
Field last Sunday. ‘No one has gone through a 16-game 
schedule undefeated. We’re about two-thirds of the way 
there now. It’s inevitable that a football team will lose. But 
at this point, you can’t convince any one of the 45 men 
in this room that we can be beaten this year. As long as 
we approach each and every game with that attitude, good 
things will happen.” J 
‘ THE VICTORY OVER the Lions was so easy, it wasn’t 
even worth discussing afterward. The Bears’ offense con- |

trolled the clock for over 41 ipinutes and the defense held 
‘the Lions to just 106 yards. Due to the bad weather, the 
Bears kept the ball on the ground and it resulted in 250 ' 
yards rushing. Both Walter Payton and Matt Suhey 

crossed the 100-yard barrier. It would be hard to convince 

anybody who didn’t see the game that Jim McMahon sat 

on the bench nursing a sprained shoulder while Steve 

Fuller guided the club to victory. 

Yet, the Bears didn’t even bother to celebrate after this 
win. They need only one more victory to clinch their se- ZT 
cond consecutive NFC Central title. And it could happen i 
vs. the Cowboys next Sunday at Texas Stadium.

“Last year the pressure was on us to beat them. This 

year the pressure is on them to beat us,” said Hampton. 
“When the pressure changes hands like that, it makes it 
much easier to prepare for the game. We're in a perfect 
situation to go down there right now.” 
- The Bears want to prove to the nation they can dominate 
the great teams. They have already proven they can defeat 
teams within their division with one hand tied behind their 
backs. Not only did McMahon miss the entire contest vs. 
the Lions, but TE Emery Moorehead (knee) and WR Den- 
nis McKinnon (knee) played only sparingly and CB Mike 
Richardson (hamstring) also sat out the game. 

“IF EMERY GOES down, | have to pick up the slack. 
When Jim goes down, Steve has to pick up the slack,” 
said TE Tim Wrightman. ‘‘That’s a real attribute to this 
team. We decided to play as a team ever since training 
camp and that’s way we are where we are today.” 

“That's the key to our whole ball club,”’ added LB Otis 
Wilson. ‘‘Defensively, offensively, we're 45 men. When 
one guy goes down, the next guy steps in and does well. 
That’s the key to it.” 

Fuller, who has had limited success this year when 
called upon, silenced the critics with his performance. He 
completed seven of 13 passes for 112 yards and scored 
two touchdowns himself on runs. 

“STEVE IS A fine football player. He’s had good days 
and bad days. Sometimes he has bad days because the 
coach has bad days play-calling,’’ said head coach Mike 
Ditka. ‘Before the game, he listed the plays off the game 
plan that he felt comfortable with. He did an excellent job.” 

“This year | haven't felt the confidence | thought was 
necessary to be a decent quarterback,” said Fuller. 
“Hopefully this game will give me chance to contribute. 
However minor, it will pick my confidence up. I’m sure I'll 
be needed down the line. The good thing today is we were 
able to rest Jim, and Emery and Dennis. That’s gonna pay 
some positive dividends down the road.” 

Of course, if Payton and Suhey continue to run like they 
did vs. the Lions, it won’t matter what offensive players 
are resting. Payton broke the 100-yard barrier for the fifth 
consecutive week by racking up 107 yards on 26 carries 
(4.1 average). Suhey broke the 100-yard mark for the third 
time in his career by compiling 102 on 16 carries (6.4 aver- 
age). It is the second time the duo has rushed for 100 yards 
each in the same game.

Stats Prove Why Bears Win 


Clearly, the Bears were in a midseason slump. Their 
victory at Green Bay was their fifth straight game without 
scoring 30 points. 

“!'m not disappointed in our 9-0 record, but I’m disap- 
pointed in our execution on offense,’ coach Mike Ditka 
said. 

OBVIOUSLY, EXPECTATIONS have soared right along 
with the football, which the Bears no longer keep on the 
ground. Remember last year? They hiked their score up 
to the 20s only seven times in 16 games. Halfway through 
this season, they were 8-for-8. 

They were averaging 29.9 through eight games. It 
would make them the fifth highest scoring team in NFL 
history if they continue the pace for the last eight. 





Clearly, the Bears are vastly improved on offense. How 
improved? The man to ask for that is Bud Goode, pro foot- 
ball’s foremost statistical analyst. 

GOODE LOOKS FOR blemishes in more than 150 stats 
on every NFL team. His Sperry computer tells him which 
stats are important and which are not. He can tell if an 
undefeated team is a fluke, or if it is succeeding where 
championship teams must succeed. 

The Bears are not a fluke. Besides winning, they are 
doing the specific things that separate Super Bowl teams 
from also-rans. In most cases, they’re doing them better 
than recent Super Bowl teams. 

Points are an important stat. Yards are not. Running 
plays are important. Rushing yards are not. Any team that 
runs a lot will run for enough yards. And the more often 
it runs, the more its offense is controlling the ball. 

INTERCEPTIONS ARE important, for and against. Fum- 





bles are not. Fumbles are the price of doing business for 
a team that runs a lot. 

Sacks are important. The average gain per pass play 
is important. The rate of first down passes per pass at- 
tempts is important. 

Goode fondly remembers the Bears as his first paying 
client in 1976, when his advice helped them end a streak 
of seven straight losing seasons. They don’t buy his serv- 
ice anymore, but three of the six teams he consults made 
the playoffs last year. 

“GOODE CAN TELL you what you need,” Seattle 
defensive coordinator Tom Catlin says. ‘Unfortunately you 
can’t go to the drugstore and buy it.” 

But Goode also can tell you how close you are to hav- 
ing what you need. He has the averages for the last 16 
Super Bowl teams. At the halfway point, the Bears stacked 
up very well against that standard. 

Their proudest stat was average gain per pass play. The 
Bears had made the biggest improvement in the league, 
from 5.8 yards last year to 7.05. They were nearly a full 
yard over the 6.07 average for Super Bowl teams. Goode 
figures a one-yard improvement is worth 56 points over 
a season. Defensively, the Bears were close enough, with 
a 5.46-yard average compared to 5.33 for Super Bowl 
teams. 

IN SCORING, THE Bears led the league both offensively 
and defensively. Their 29.9 points a game was four above 
the Super Bowl standard. Their average yield of 14.25 
points a game was well below the Super Bowl norm of 
16.92. 

They were outrushing their opponents by 14.25 times 
a game, a whopping five carries ahead of the NFL runner- 
up. The average Super Bowl team runs 10 times a game 
more than its opponents. 

They were intercepting passes 1.63 times a game more 
often than their opponents. The average Super Bowl 
team’s advantage is 0.48 a game. The Bears’ edge on 
offense was 1.00, compared. to the 1.14 standard. On 
defense, their average of 1.63 a game dwarfed the Super 
Bowl norm of 0.62. 

THEY ALSO DID well in turnover differential, the more 
popular stat, with a league-high 12 more for than against. 
They had made the NFL’s third biggest improvement. They 
were ahead of the standards for sacks on both offense 
and defense. They had allowed 2.0 sacks a game, com- 
pared to 2.07; and they had made 4.0, compared to the 
3.02 average.

“Offensive sacks hurt the defense,’ Goode says, ‘‘be- 
cause you lose field position and possession time. I'd like 
to see the Bears get their offensive sacks down closer to 
one a game. | think they could do it.” 

They could if they protected back-up quarterback Steve 
Fuller better. Figuring seven games’ playing time for Jim 
McMahon in the first eight games, he was sacked only 1.4 
times a game. 

GOODE SAYS POINTS per pass attempt is one of the 
best stats for showing an effective balance of runs and 
passes, which was the Bears’ primary offensive goal. If 
a team passes too often, the number drops. If it runs too 
often, it almost certainly won’t score enough for a high 
number. 

This is a new stat, so Goode doesn’t have Super Bowl 
averages. But the Bears’ 0.99 points per pass was better 
than last year’s league-leading 0.96. Defensively, their 
0.38 matched last year’s league leader. Both Bear figures 
led the league. 3 

First-down success is a stat Goode can't measure be- 
cause the league doesn’t separate first-down plays. But 
he says intuitively it’s important, and the Bears’ improve- 
ment here was also amazing. They were gaining 6.2 yards 
per first down play, compared to 5.2 last season. 

MORE SIGNIFICANT was the rate they’re getting at 
least five yards on first-and-ten: 50 percent compared to 


40 last year. That keeps the defense quessing on second 


down. 

They were doing it with more pass plays on first-and- 
ten: 53 percent instead of 42 percent last year. That had 
helped their average first-and-ten run go from 3.8 yards 
to 4.9. 

Of the important stats, the Bears’ worst offensive 
problem was their rate of first downs passing per pass at- 
tempt. That is a yardstick for the short passing game. They 
weren't bad. They ranked eighth at 34.7 percent. But it 
was only a little closer to the Super Bowl average of 37.1 
than to the 31.65 average for non-playoff teams. 

GOODE SEES WHERE the Bears could improve. He 
likes for backs to average about 10 yards a catch, and the 
Bears have Matt Suhey at 7.3 and Walter Payton at 7.5, 
the lowest since his rookie year. 

But he also understands why the Bears’ emphasis has 
shifted away from passing to backs. They don’t need a 
short passing game as much as they need a long one, 
to loosen defenses for their excellent running game. 

Another problem for the offense was its scoring rate in- 
side an opponent’s 20-yard line. That's another stat Goode 
doesn’t get from the league numbers, but Elias Sports 
Bureau figures it out. 

THE NFL AVERAGE through eight games was to score 
touchdowns on 52 percent of penetrations past the 20. The 
Bears’ rate was 48.4 percent, down from 53.7 in 1984. But 
their scoring rate was up to 77.4 from 75.9, because of 
kicker Kevin Butler’s consistency. 

The Bear defense had improved considerably at halt- 
ing drives inside the 20. Its touchdown rate had dropped 
from 53.1 percent to 37.5. Its scoring rate had dropped 
from 81.3 to 68.8. Its points per penetration had dropped 





from 4.53 to 3.56. 

In many ways, the defense was better than last year 
It wasn’t stuffing teams quite so dramatically as when it 
led the league in yardage from wire to wire and nearly led 
against both the run and the pass. !t still ranked first 
against the run, but it was 12th against the pass. 

Yards aren’t that important, though. Points, sacks and 
interceptions are important. In those three areas, he Bears 
were ahead of both their 1984 pace and the averages for 
Super Bowl teams. : 

“THAT’S STILL A good defense,’ Goode says. After 
winning at Green Bay, it had allowed only three touch- 
downs in the last four games, and 56 offensive points in 
the last six. 

Could it stop the Bears’ offense? ‘‘They wouldn't do 
well,”’ linebacker Otis Wilson says. 

"They might edge us out,”’ Ditka says. ‘But that's OK. 
We're all on the same team.”

Bears Use an Old Formula To Whip the Lions

Imaginative wide-open play calling is what brought the 
Bears to a position to become the first NFC team since 
1975 to win 10 straight games. 

But under the most adverse weather conditions of the 
season, the Bears gave the Soldier Field patrons a preview 
of the style of play they can expect to witness when first- 
round playoff action comes to this ancient stadium by the 
lake in January. 

TEAR OUT THE pages of the playbook dealing with the 
forward pass and lean on the talents of the league’s most 
complimenting running backs to tame the Lions in the wind 
and rain and help the Bears notch a 24-3 victory. 

The first three times Matt Suhey carried the ball last Sun- 
day he rushed for three first downs and 33 yards. In just 
five carries, he surpassed the first half rushing output of 
the Lions, who netted 39, as opposed to 48 for Suhey. In 
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the end, the only one who could catch Suhey was Walter 
Payton, who outdistanced Suhey on the ground, 107-102. 

“‘WALTER TOLD ME on the sideline late in the third 
quarter that a fullback has outrushed him only once be- 
fore and he assured me that he was going to catch me,”’ 
recalled Suhey. 

“His average per carry is higher than mine and he gets 
more chances to run which means | must be a better block- 
er,’ grinned Suhey. ‘‘No, that's not true though either. In 
Payton, | play with the greatest running back and also the 
greatest blocking back.”’ 

Coach Mike Ditka praised them both and recognized 
them as the keys that provided the arsenal needed for a 
10th straight win. 

“‘MATT HAS PLAYED well all year. When you play the 
position he does you're not going to get the recognition 
because Walter plays so well. Today, Matt and Walter both 
had excellent days,’ said Ditka as he watched the duo 
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crack the century mark together for the first time since the 
two romped through a monsoon in Tampa two years ago. 

The Bears didn’t throw a pass until their 22nd offensive 
piay. The ball-control script was mandatory with a north- 
east wind blowing off the lake at 18 miles an hour and tem- 
perature readings slipping to the mid-30's with doses of 
intermittent rain for good measure, 

‘Days like this and we just go back to old fashion foot- 
ball and grind it out,”” said offensive tackle Jim Covert. 
“Our objectives were to run the football, control the clock 
and contral the line of scrimmage.”’ Covert teamed with 
his fellow linemen to accomplish the tasks of the day. 

CONTROL THE CLOCK? The Bears more than dou- 
bled the visitor's time of possession, including an over- 
powering march of 8:22 against the wind in the first 
quarter, which culminated in a Steve Fuller quarterback 
sneak for a touchdown and a 7-0 Bears lead. 

So much for Detroit's decision to play defense and take 
the wind at their backs in the first quarter. The Bears’ 
dominant rushing attack monopolized the football for 12:14 
of the first frame, giving Detroit only seven plays. 

It would not be the Bears’ lone exhibition of ball con- 
trol, for their encore effort in the second quarter produced 
ihe touchdown that Ditka called the key play of the game. 
Fuller directed a 10-play, 77-yard drive, with Calvin Tho- 
mas doing the honors via a seven-yard sprint into the end 
zone with no Lion laying a hand on him. 

“PAYTON PICKED UP the blitzing free safety on that 
play with a block that almost killed the guy,” said Ditka. 
“You don't design plays like that. Payton just made the 
play.”’ 

Sir Walter helped to set up the score, snaring Fuller's 
first two pass completions for a total of 44 yards and provid- 
ed the Bears with a first-and-goal opportunity from the 
Lions’ 10. 

“The ball-control execution by our offense really allowed 
the defense to dictate the kind of play we wanted to uti- 
lize and that meant a strong pass rush from the front four,” 
noted safety Gary Fencik. He took pleasure in seeing his 
defensive teammates recover two fumbles and also pick 
off two errant passes by Lion quarterback Eric Hippie. 

“THAT'S THE KEY io this game. Forcing turnovers by 
your opponents and we’ve been doing that all year,”’ said 
Mike Singletary, who recovered a fourth quarter Detroit 
fumble. 

“We've still yet to reach our peak, but we're getting bet- 
ter and | think that peak will come at the right time,” not- 
ed Singletary, who directed a unit that yielded only 141 
yards of total offense. 

“The weather bothered them a'lot more than it did us,” 
said Ditka. ‘I'm sure Eric (Hippie) wanted to throw down- 
field to (Leonard) Thompson and their other kids. But let's 
face it, you couldn't throw downfield in conditions like we 
had out there today."’ 

It didn’t seem to bother the Bears though. 

“This is Bear weather,’’ said Singletary. ‘Rain, cold, 
snow or sleet. We just Jove it.” 

Last Sunday, they proved it and given the chance, they'll 
gladly bypass a ‘dose of sunshine if it means earning a 
Super Bowl trip on a frozen Soldier Field turf in January 
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Bears vs. Cowboys: Great Matchup 


A November weekend trip to Dallas, Texas has histori- 
cally been hard on the visitors, at times even deadly. 

The Bears have been to ‘'Big D”’ five times since this 
series began in 1960. The Bears won once, 34-33 in 1962. 
Since then they've lost four straight in Texas including that 
37-7 drubbing in the 1977 playoffs. They have averaged 
14 points per game in those four losses while the Cow- 
boys averaged 25.5. In regular season competition the 
Bears’ record against Dallas is an uninspiring 3-7. 

LAST YEAR, THE Cowboys came to Chicago for the 
first time since 1973. Gary Hogeboom went all the way 
at quarterback, completing 18 of 29 for 265 yards, includ- 
ing a 68-yard TD toss to Tony Dorsett. The Pokes won that 





one 23-14 despite Walter Payton’s 155 yards rushing on 
25 carries. Dorsett was held under 3.0 yards per rush by 
the Bear defense, but on that day the defense produced 
only one sack and no interceptions. In contrast, the Cow- 
boys’ defense shut out the Bears in the second half. 

After that game, Dallas coach Tom Landry discussed 
the matchup with the leading defense in the NFL. ‘‘It’s 
difficult to prepare for Chicago because we don’t see them 
very often. Buddy Ryan shows so many fronts and it can 
get very confusing,” said Landry. 

So how meaningful is this game with the former ‘‘Ameri- 
ca’s Team’’? In the past, this game would mean more to 
the Bears since they weren’t going anywhere anyway and 
Dallas was, It would be a chance to upset the favored and 
more famous Cowboys. 

BUT SINCE THAT Thursday night McMiracle at Min- 
nesota and that Monday Night splash by Admiral William 
Perry, the Bears have become America’s sweethearts. The 
rotund Refrigerator and the clutch performance of Jim 
McMahon sold the national TV audience on this team. In 
Los Angeles of all places, on a recent Monday night, a 
sign read, “How ’Bout Them Bears.” 

What has happened to America’s Team? Well nobody 
loves a winner if they win too often. Dallas did that. Mean- 
while the Bears have come out of hibernation in 1985, af- 
ter getting the wake up call last year, and suddenly 
everybody loves the Bears. A lot of fans hate Dallas, so 
guess who the nation will be rooting for on Sunday? 

There are many sub-plots to the game. Both teams are 
coming off battles with traditional rivals... Dallas with 
Washington, the Bears with Detroit. It's a conference game 
for both teams and that could influence a tie-breaker for 
playoff ranking. 

ON A PERSONAL level, Payton vs. Dorsett has always 
been fun to watch, and you can count on each player’s 
pride to rise to this occasion. 

Several current Bear coaches have Cowboy back- 
grounds. Mike Ditka spent 13 of his 24 years in the NFL 
in Dallas, four as a player and nine as an assistant coach. 
He learned at the feet of Landry, his mentor and friend. 
Ed Hughes, the Bears’ offensive coordinator, served with 
Ditka as a Dallas assistant from 1973-1976. Steve Kazor, 
whose special teams have shown marked improvement 
in 1985, spent three years in the Cowboys’ scouting 
department under Gil “the guru” Brandt. Johnny Roland, 
while playing for the St. Louis Cardinals, paid'an annual 
visit to Dallas, to meet with Randy White, Too Tall Jones, 
Charley Waters and Herb Adderley. 

Sure, Ditka would love to become the first Bears’ coach 
since 1971 to beat Dallas. It's been 23 years since the 
Bears won there, so the odds are heavy. And, sure, Ditka 
would savor a win over Landry, the pupil returning to defeat 
the teacher. Landry is used to that with so many ex- 
Cowboy assistants now heading up NFL teams, so that 
won't bother Mr, Cool. 

SOMEHOW ONE GETS ihe feeling that maybe this 
game will decide if the Bears will become the sentimental 
favorites of the nation’s weekend football watchers. Every- 
body sees Dallas games or Dallas highlights. They've been 
spectacular for so many years. 

But the glitter has begun to rub off those shining Cow- 


boy helmets. Dorsett’s well-documented salary squabble 
with management this year, not to mention his troubles 
with the IRS, dampened the waning enthusiasm across 
the country. The alleged drug problems in the Cowboy 
camp have hurt the image of America’s team. Dallas has 
never found an adequate replacement for Roger Staubach 
and he's already in the Hall of Fame. 


Now the Bears arrive in Dallas with a spectacular quar- 
terback in the Staubach mold, the game’s greatest run- 
ning back, a track star turned receiver ala Bob Hayes, a 
308-lb. wide receiver (no pun intended) and a defense with 
the talent for making the big play. The 1985 Bears have 
the makings of the heir-apparent to the Dallas Dynasty. 


THIS GAME MEANS something to both teams and to 
both coaches. It’s important from a playoff standpoint, and 
it’s got some personal challenges that would script a three- 
part mini-series on the tube. But it’s not the game of the 
year or anything close. 


The story of this game could be how the nation’s fans 
react should the Bears win. The two wins in prime time 
and the drubbing of the defending champion 49ers could 
become a complete turnaround package with a win at Dal- 
las on Sunday. The Bears are now enjoying nationwide 
media coverage and it’s becoming apparent that the jour- 
nalists love the gentle giant William Perry, and the confi- 
dent Bobby Layne-type leadership of Jim McMahon. 


There is also one more angle that comes to mind. Base- 
ball fans loved Ernie Banks who played so many years 
and never got to wear a World Series ring. Payton enjoys 
the same kind of respect Banks did and maybe the fans 
across the nation will begin to pull for Payton to earn a 
Super Bowl ring after so many brilliant years with 
predominantly mediocre offenses. 


Ifthe Bears win Sunday, look for a new America’s Team 
to. emerge, at least for 1985. Look for the sentiment to 
swing toward Chicago.

WHITE 1S HAVING an average season. Through nine 
weeks, he ranked ninth in NFC passing with a 72.1 rat- 
ing. His favorite target has been Hill. He leads the NFC 
in receiving yards (894) and number of receptions (60). 
Against the Cowboys, he caught seven for 136. 

Another Cowboy offensive player who is having a fine 
year is Dorsett. He has rushed for 898 yards, including

yards. 

Dallas’ defensive leaders include Ed ‘Too Tall’’ Jones 
(9 sacks), Jeffcoat (8 sacks) and CB Everson Walls (7 
interceptions). The Cowboys lead the NFL with 25 inter- 
ceptions.

The defense ranked 
ninth in the NFL (1st vs. rush and’ 21st vs. pass) and fourth in 
the NFC (1st vs. rush, 10th vs. pass). The defense led the NFL 
in least points allowed giving up 124. The Bears also led the NFL 
in turnover differential with a net of plus-12. 

In individual categories, QB Jim McMahon ranked second in 
the NFC in passing with a 89.7 rating. PK Kevin Buller led the 
NFL in kick scoring with 77 points (16 field goals, 29 extra points). 
Willie Gault led the NFL in kickoff return average with a 30.2 mark. 
RB Walter Payton ranked second in the NFC in rushing with 844 
yards on 162 carries. Payton also ranked second in touchdown 
scoring with nine.

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Payton Never Stops Being The Best 


Before this season began, defensive tackle Dan Hamp- 
ton was explaining the hierarchy of leadership on the 
Bears. 

“The real leader of the offense is Walter Payton,’’ Hamp- 
ton said. ‘Obviously, he leads by example. When he has 
to be, he’s a rah-rah guy. But it’s hard for the players to 
identify with him on a playing basis. 

‘“‘1T’S HARD FOR ME to identify with Walter because 
he is the best running back, possibly the best ‘qotball play- 
er, of the last 50 years. O.K., you say, we're all in this 
together. And then you say, ‘Well, am | inthe same boat 
as Superman here?’ ”’ 

Hampton said Jim McMahon obviously was a leader, 
too. The quarterback always is the man who can make 
the offense go. But McMahon is like Hampton, ‘‘a mere 
mortal,’’ said Hampton. ‘Same caliber, same credentials. 
Keith Van Horne is a No. 1 draft choice. Jimbo Covert is 
a No. 1. McMahon is a No. 1. McMahon is the guy they 
can associate with, as one of their own, just like I’m sure 
MacArthur led the troops in Southeast Asia, but I’m sure 
all those guys rallied around their troop commander a lot 
more than they did around MacArthur.” 

Hampton went on to explain that the offense has its lead- 
ers and the defense has its leaders. 

‘*THEN, OF COURSE, when we're behind 14-0, we all 
look to Walter,” he said. “Do it again, Walter.”’ 

It was all very interesting at the time to hear Hampton 
expound his theory. But when the season began, Payton 
seemed to be relegated to a supporting role. 

Then he did it again. 

FOOTBALL IS THE ultimate team game and nobody 
likes to remind people of that more than Payton. 

“This Chicago Bear team does not consist of one in- 
dividual, or even two individuals,” said Payton. 

Then he goes and does it again. Just when people are 
convinced that the Bears are indeed a perfectly-balanced 
blend of offense and defense, running and passing, stop- 
ping the run and stopping the pass, scoring and shutting 

down teams, Payton comes up with a virtuoso perfor- 
mance that shoots down all the cliches. 

AT GREEN BAY, Payton turned an alley fight into 
another personal ballet and saved the Bears’ perfect sea- 





son. ‘‘Single-handedly,”’ said Hampton. 

The game featured six personal fouls in the first half, 
four by the Packers. On the eighth play, Packer corner- 
back Mark Lee got himself tossed out for pushing Payton 
out of bounds and over the bench eight yards away. 

Packer safety Ken Stills leveled fullback Matt Suhey with 
an even cheaper late hit that Packer Coach Forrest Gregg 
endorsed as merely aggressive football. 

IT WAS AN UGLY scene until Payton came along and 
ran for 192 yards, as if he were erasing graffiti by stomp-

ing over every inch of Lambeau Field. 

Payton even took Gregg off the hook by saying he doubt- 
ed that he had encouraged foul play because he was ‘‘a 
class player.” 


On this day, Payton went over 14,000 yards with his » 


fourth 100-yard effort in a row. His 27-yard touchdown run 
brought the Bears from behind in the final quarter. It was 
his most productive day since 1977 and unquestionably 
one of his finest hours. 

“INCREDIBLE,” said Suhey. ‘‘He’s 31 years old. | think 
he stopped aging at 23.” 

“| think he senses when he’s needed and turns it up 
another gear,”’ said quarterback Steve Fuller.

to be playing so close to Payton. It is different from ob- 
serving him on television, Wrightman says. 

“ON TV, YOU really don’t appreciate all he does away 
from running the ball. He blocks well. He inspires you,” 
said Wrightman. 

The inspiration can be verbal as well as visual. 

“He doesn’t need to say that much and he doesn't, ex- 
cept when we really need it,’ said Wrightman. ‘‘For ex- 
ample, in the closing minutes, we had to get at least one 
first down before we punted. It was a third and one and 
he said, ‘We need this one.’ I think guys dig deeper when 
they hear Walter say, ‘We need this one.’ It must be for 
sure that we really do.” 

IF PAYTON IS giving a little extra, then everybody else 
better give a lot.

“HE AVOIDED FOUR guys to get to the line of scrim- 
mage,’’ marveled, Hampton. ‘'l turned around and told 
Steve McMichael, ‘That’s the greatest run I’ve ever seen 
in football.’ ”’ 

Coach Mike Ditka called Payton the best football play- 
er he had ever seen. “At any position. Period,’’ said Ditka. 

“Oh, no question he’s the greatest football player of our 
time. Easily in my lifetime or anyone’s lifetime in here,”’ 
said Hampton, eliminating the “‘possibly’’ he had used be- 
fore the season. 

“IT WILL BE A sad day when he leaves Chicago,” said » 
Hampton. 

Who says he’s leaving? 

“| hope he plays another five years,’’ said Hampton. 

‘1 HOPE HE PLAYS for as long as | coach,” said Ditka. 

Nonsense. The man is just getting started. 

“What he had done a year ago on his knees probably 
will enable him to play a few more years,”’ said Ditka.

Does Weekly Cable TV Show 


Moorehead’s Enjoying Success in the NFL 


Team success has not been a stranger to Emery Moore- 
head. He was a member of championship teams at Evan- 
ston Township High School and at the University of 
Colorado. 

His career in the National Football League, however, 
has been a different matter. He spent three unfulfilled 
years with the New York Giants, then one with the Den- 
ver Broncos, following his satisfying varsity days with the 
Golden B8uffalos. 

MOOREHEAD’S PROFESSIONAL football aspirations 
were coming up short until he returned home to play for 
the Bears. His first seasons back in Chicago weren't ex- 
actly barn-burners. In 1981 the Bears won only six of 16 
games and the following year, in a strike-shortened sea- 
son, there were just three victories in nine games. 

But the team has come up in the world since, going 8-8 
and 10-6 prior to this year’s tremendous start. The tight 
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end is thrilled with the Bears’ best beginning in decades. 

“Everybody in the NFL wants to go to the Super Bowl 
and it looks like we have a legitimate chance now,” he 
affirms. “‘It’s great to be on a team that’s doing as well 
as we are now. It’s been a fantastic start. 

“THERE'S BEEN A lot of national media coverage and 
it feels good to be talked about so much. It's great to have 
everybody — the.offense, thedefense, the speciatteams, 
everybody — participate in the success.” 

Jn the past all was not always good in terms of team 
morale and how the players related to each other. Losing 
can result in fault-finding, in wanting to place the blame 
elsewhere on the roster. ‘‘Everybody loves everybody else 
now," he smiles. 


‘if we were having a losing season there’d be:a lot of 
bitching and everybody would be pointing the finger at 
everybody else. |'ve certainly been in that situation. 

““SUCCESS IS contagious. Everybody wants to get in- 
volved, be part of it. One person makes a good play and 
then the next person wants to make a good play too. If 
ihe offense is not doing well, then the defense makes the 
plays. 

“For example,’ Moorehead points out, ‘‘in the first 
Green Bay game this season we turned the ball over four 
times in the first half. But three out of the four times we 
turned it over, the defense got the bail back. The Packers 
were able to score only one touchdown on those four tur- 
novers. 


“if the defense is having a bad day, then we:go out and 
score 40 points. Everybody wants to win and whatever it 
takes, we do it. Nobody on the Bears wants to lose. We’re 
just playing good football all the way around so far. Every- 
body’s participating. Everybody's contributing. It’s great 
to see everybody making plays out there when it’s time 
fo make ‘em.” 

UNLIKE OTHER seasons, the Bears have managed to 
stay away from large-scale injury problems. ‘‘Part of the 
suecess has been our ability to, for the most part, keep 
injury-free,”’ he concurs. 

“We haven't been devastated by injuries. We've had 
other people come in and do good jobs. And our success 
is even more amazing when you stop and think that we’ve 
gotten off to such a good start without the services of Al 
Harris and Tedd Bell. But we're still on our way to having 
a great year.” 


Moorehead noi only enjoys winning for its own sake. 
He also realizes that on-the-field success can lead to off- 
the-field enrichment. 

HE EARNED A degree in communications at Colora- 
do, where he did a sport show on the campus television 
station, Moorehead’s ultimate aim is to make a connec- 
tion with one of Chicago’s major radio or television 
Stations. 

There are numerous transplanted Chicagoans living out 


in Phoenix and Moorehead is supplying commentaries on 
the Bears targeted specifically for those Phoenix-area 
Bears fans. The station is KSUN Radio, which has turned 
heads in broadcasting circles because of its unique format. 


The Arizona broadcasting outlet goes with children’s 
programming during the day and the evenings, when 
Mooreead’s incisive insider reports are heard, are large- 
ly given over to contemporary jazz. 

MOOREHEAD'S VIEWPOINT, acquired firsthand, is 
also on display on his cable television show, which is seen 
in a number of North Shore suburbs. He tapes the pro- 
gram on Monday nights and it’s aired on Wednesday 
nights. 

The weekly program presents selected portions of the 
Bears’ weekly news conference, which features head 
coach Mike Ditka and a player each from the offense and 
the defense. 

Moorehead also conducts interviews with Bears’ play- 
ers during in-studio segments, in addition to sharing his 
knowledgeable perspective with viewers, with an eye 
toward reaching his ambition. 

“CHICAGO IS A great media town,” he says, ‘“‘and 
there are lots cf opportunities to do lots of things. | could 
do a show like. the one I’m doing on cable. I’d like to get 
into reporting. I'd like to get into covering teams like the 
Bulls and the Black Hawks for some station. I’m not op- - 
posed to doing straight news, either.” 

To that end Moorehead is polishing a variety of skills 
he’s acquired, including studio production, dubbing, voice- 
overs and music-mixing, just as the Bears — helped in 
part by Emery Moorehead — are perfecting techniques 
that are making them the talk of the NFL.

ed. Of course, Matt and Walter had excellent days,’’ said 
Ditka. 

“When | woke up this morning and looked out and saw 
the waves on Lake Michigan, | knew it would be a hard 
day to pass the ball,”’ said Payton. “'It just goes to show 
you, Matt has always been a great running back and Cal 
(Thomas) also. When you have guys with that determina- 
tion who enjoy what they're doing, it’s a lot of fun out 
there.” 

THE DEFENSE ALSO had a lot of fun vs. the Lions. It 
gave QB Eric Hipple trouble all day as he was sacked four 
times and intercepted twice. Hipple completed just eight 
of 17 passes for 73 yards. 

‘We've got the best defensive line in the leaque. Bar 
none,”’ said DT Steve McMichael. 

“Detroit has been having a little problem with their 
offense but | think the weather really hampered what they 
wanted to do today,"’ said Ditka. ‘‘They wanted to go down- 
field more. You can’t go downfield in this weather. You're 
fooling yourself. The ball goes everywhere. 

THAT’S WHY THE Bears kept the ball on the ground 
for most of the dreary afternoon. Their first scoring drive, 
which covered 63 yards on 12 plays, consisted entirely 
of rushes, The drive even included a 11-yard draw by WR 
Willie Gault which picked up a first down. The score came 
on a one-yard QB sneak by Fuller. It took the Bears six 
plays to get the ball into the end zone after having jt first- 
and-goal at the Detroit four. 

“Thank godness we scored there. Fourth-and-one 
wouldn't be a good place to come up empty,” said Fuller. 
The Lions claimed Fuller fumbled on the play before the 
touchdown but the refs didn’t go for it. 

Midway. through the second quarter, the Bears began 
their second scoring drive following a 21-yard punt by Mike 
Black. They started at their own 23 and Fuller drove them 
77 yards on 10 plays. The touchdown came on a seven- 
yard run by FB Calvin Thomas. The four-year veteran out 
of Illinois had a wide path into the end zone thanks to a 
tremendous block by Payton. 

“WALTER PICKED UP the weak safety blitz and almost 
killed the guy,”’ said Ditka. 

Thomas had not played since injuring his knee in the 
San Francisco game on Oct. 13. 

“| didn’t know if | even was going to play today. That 
touchdown gives me a sense of rejuvenation.” 

MIDWAY THROUGH THE third quarter, Detroit finally 
got on the board when Eddie Murray connected on a 
34-yard field goal to make it 14-3. The score was set up 
by a Fuller fumble. The Bear QB tried to lateral the ball 
to Gault to gain a first down but Gault was unable to tuck 
the ball away. 

“A guy was sitting there waiting a couple yards from 
the (first down) line. | didn’t know if | could slide and make 
it,”’ said Fuller. “It was a silly play at the time. Fortunately 
the defense bolted up and held them to just three points.

it cost us the football game.” 

Fuller, however, made up for the error on the next Bear 
drive. He moved his club 74 yards on seven plays for a 
touchdown which made it 21-3. The drive included a 


_ 22-vard screen pass to Payton and a 23-yard pass to 


Wrightman. 

“THAT PASS STEVE threw to Wrightman was incredi- 
ble against the wind,” said Ditka. 

“| know Steve had to do a lot to get the ball off but the 
catch wasn’t that difficult,"’ said Wrightman. 
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Fuller scored the six-pointer on a five-yard bootleg.
